Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1- 12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references teach the use of a polar aprotic solvent in a reaction between a 
para-trifluoromethylaniline and a dihalogen to produce the 2,6-dihalo- 
paratrifluoromethylanlne, of high purity without using hydrogen fluoride acid medium. 

The previously cited prior art, Kempf, requires the use of the polar protic solvent, 
hydrogen fluoride. The chlorinated aniline compound is formed via chlorine/fluorine 
atom exchange during the reaction process. Kempf does disclose the use of 
monochlorobenzene as a solvent with the hydrogen fluoride however; the product yield 
was very poor. See Example 1 and Table 1 of Kempf.
